GENTLEMEN:— al 
Your memorialists, the Governor and Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Utah, having located 
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upon and highly improved, for so brief a period, an iso- 
lated portion of the public domain, difficult of access 
and undesirable for occupancy by any other portion of 
our swarming millions; and fully aware of previous 
liberal appropriations for roads in other territories, and 
of the present unavailability of the application of the 
liberal sum already appropriated for making a road 
from Fort Riley to Bridger’s pass in the Backy Moun- 
tains, failing to cShnect with any road now opened, or 
that soon can be, unless through governmental aid; and 
knowing the immense geheral benefit of a good road 
from some point on the Missouri river, by way of the 
Box Elder pass in the Black Hills, Bridger’s pass in the 
Rocky Mountains, the Kamas prairie in Utah, and Great
